the second a male white, had appeared at the Town Hall 
asking numerous questions about NEIL ARMSTRONG, the former 
astronaut, what his address was, how many children he had, 
where his children went to school, and inquired if he 
frequently ate at the Golden Lamb Restaurant and other 
personal questions. 


These two individuals also went to the Town 
Tax Map Department and viewed diagrams of subject's 
property and adjacent property and asked several questions 
about ARMSTRONG in that department. 


According to 


no one really questioned 


these two individuals, although they were suspicious 
and these individuals stated they had been in town 
just to take some photographs of the house as they were 
tourists .
